If the declaration had been entered, it appears it would not be sufficient to overcome the rejections under 35 (JSC 102 and 103. The prior 
art references (both Ruben I and Ruben II) teach antibodies which bind to a protein over 99% identical to instant SEQ ID NO:57. The 
declaration teaches possession of the protein, but does not teach possession of the antibody, which is what is claimed. As the declaration 
does not teach at least as much as the reference, it is not sufficient to antedate either of the references. See for example Ruben US . 
2003/0100051, claim 13. 

Note that in the previous office action, the examiner erroneously stated that provisional application 60/130359 does not provide adequate 
written description for the invention of claims 25 - 26 and 28 - 29. This was due to a typographical error on applicant's part as to which 
pages provide support. Support for fragments of antibodies can be found at p. 33 lines 2-4; support for labeled antibodies can be found at 
p. 36 of the provisional application. _ 
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
